IS DECIDED UPON 


Three Dairy Concerns 
Decide 
To 
Boost 
Price To Retail­ 
ers In Get­ 
tysburg. 


Following closely a report Wednes­ 
day that an increase 
in 
the 
retail 
price of milk was imminent here came 
announcement today that, beginning 
Friday, milk furnished by the Gettys­ 
burg Ice and Storage Company, C. J. 
Weaner’* dairy and B. W. Redding 
will cost consumers 12 cents a quart 
and 7 cents a pint. 
The increased 
cost 
of 
producing 
milk during the winter months is held 
partly responsible for the increase in 
the retail 
price, 
according 
to 
the 
dairymen. 
The storage company, a 
distributing agency, is forced to pay 
farmers more for milk during the 
winter months, consequently increas­ 
ing the price to the consumer, accord­ 
ing to C. B. Dougherty, manager, who 
added that the cost of marketing has 
also increased in recent months. 
The present retail price of milk is 
II cen ta a quart and six cents a pint, 
and the new prices, effective Friday, 
will apply to wa'gon and store rates. 
There will be no increase in the cost 
of cream, it was announced, the pres­ 
ent rate of 50 cents a quart and 25 
cents a pint being maintained. 
Expect Another Boo*t 
According to reports received here 
a Baltim ire distributing agency will 
pay $3.50 a hundredweight for milk 
after a new milk receiving station is 
o|>ened on t arlisle street, along the 
Western Maryland railroad right of 
way. 
Such a price to the farmers of 
Adams county 
would 
divert 
much 
milk from Ureal channels, it was ex­ 
plained, and might result in a milk 
shortage here. 
If the Baltimore concern pays as 
much as $3 a hundredweight for milk, 
theie in likely to be another boost in 
the retail price here in order to keep 
the product from being diverted to the 
city market. 
Baltimore and Wash­ 
ington are said by dairymen to pay 
more for milk than any other cities in 
the United States because they have so 
little territory from which £o draw, 
there being few herds of milk cows 
and these comparatively small herds 
in 
Maryland, 
Virginia 
and 
other 
southern states. 
One 
local 
independent 
dairyman 
has been charging 15 cents a quart 
for his milk since he began the busi­ 
ness about two years ago. 
The increased price of milk is ex­ 
pected to be reflected in higher prices 
for butter, especially butter af the 
country' 
variety,

nouncement to that effect has been re­ 
ceived by local consumers.

THANKS FOR ESCAPING AXE

On November 30 you published 
a letter written by a citizen per­ 
taining to residences without rear 
alleys. 
He speaks of Gettysburg 
growing in a few years and haul­ 
ing away the ashes and waste of 
the citizens of the town; and then 
he makes the statement, “Can the 
‘local real estate developer’ think 
such things can be done through 
the front door?” 
I should like to inform this citi­ 
zen of (Gettysburg that he needs 
to visit a few cities (and he need 
not go far) to find a system of 
garbage disposal. 
He evidently 
has never been very far away, or 
else he has never observed how 
things are done elsewhere. 
In 
cities in which I have lived it was 
not uncommon to sec a house with 
a lawn in front and a drive way 
along the side. 
We did not hate 
to take our ashes or garbage out 
the front door; we carried the 
ashes out the drive-way to the 
curb in a galvanized can. and the 
garbage in a galvanized bucket 
with a lid. 
This was done during 
the evenings preceding the col­ 
lection days. 
Then early in the 
morning the garbage truck came 
along, and the containers were 
emptied; and then they were car­ 
ried to the rear of the house. 
Hence there was no need for a 
rear alley. 
I am heartily in favor of every­ 
thing that will beautify Gettys­ 
burg, and I don’t think it is right 
to let opinions of a few conserva­ 
tive citizens hamper the town in 
its progress.

Many 
Deer Fall On 
Opening Day, Reports 
From Camps Show ; 
Rev. Ira Trostel

With a clear sky and a sharp tang 
“around the edges,” the slaughter of 
deer in the Snith Mountain district 
continued with almost unabated in­ 
tensity throughout today, and resi­ 
dents of the districts invaded by the 
hunters said this morning that the 
echoing and reechoing shots sounded 
like skirmish 
between 
two 
hostile 
scouting parties. 
While the number of “snipe” hunt­ 
ers was somewhat lower today than 
it was on the opening day, yet the 
number in the camps was swelled con­ 
siderably by new arrivals. 
A number of animals were reported 
to have been shot today, hut just who 
the lucky hunters were could not be 
learned, as many of the camps are 
without telephone service. 
Pastor (Gets Buck 
The number killed in the South 
Mountain district on the opening day 
was increased considerably as reports 
started coming into Gettysburg from 
camps in isolated parts of the county.

Governor Wolfe was of German ex-

Northampton county, August 12, 1777. 
He was better educated than any gov- 
ernor who preceded him. He received

Had Long Political Life 


Before he was of age, he was em- 


ployed in a county 
office. 
During 


Thomas Jefferson's administration he 
was appointed postmaster of Easton, 
and afterward was clerk of the North- 
ampton county orphans' court which 
position he held until 1809. Five 
years later1 he was elected_ a member 
of the legislature. 


In 1824 he was elected to congress 


without opposition, serving five years. 
He was a Democrat and served two 
tevms as governor, his terms extend- j *j* 
ing from December 1829 to December 
1835. 
He was the first governor to 


have his office in the capitol, 
his 


predeceases" having used rooms at 
their residences for such purposes. 


The year after the close of his sec- 


ond term, Governor Wolfe was ap- 
pointed comptroller of the currency by 
President Andrew Jackson, serving 
until February 23, 1838, when 
he 


was appointed collector of the Port of 
Philadelphia, which, office he.held until 
his death which occurred in Philadel- 
phia March 17, 1840.^ x
